Mission of Good Will. 
Von Buckner, who holds a lieuten­ 
ant’s commission in the Imperial Ger- 
manv navy and who is now making a 
good-will tour of the United States, 
voiced an impassioned plea for world 
peace at the conclusion of his narra­ 
tive. 
“Once I was a sea-raider,” he declar­ 
ed. 
“Now I come to you as the raiser 
of your hearts In a mission for peace 
Mothers suffer more as the result of 
War and It is for them that I plead. 
If we have made a mistake In tho 
past lot us reason together and not 
make such a mistake again. 
That’s 
my mission to you as a boy.”
